BLACK EYES FOR THE SITES, 


The Lake-Front and Jackson Park Receive 
Severe Setbacks, 

The Lake-Front is apparently out of the 
question as a site or a portion of a site for the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, and Jackson 
Park is none too certain. The Lake-Front 
was not officially abandoned by the directors 
at their meeting last night, but it probably 
will be at the next meeting of the board. 

The Illinois Central positively refuses to en- 
ter into any contract to pay for the filling in

This is said to destroy all: hope of raising 
the money with which to carry on the work, 
as no one is going to advance cash for that 
purpose unless all parties in interest agree to 
the scheme. 

The result will probably be that at the next 
meeting the board will refuse the Lake-Front 
ordinance passed by the Council, thus settling 
the question for good. It was expected that 
this would be done last night, but some cau- 
tious people thought it should be laid over, as 
something might happen. So it went over 
until the meeting called for next Tuesday 
night. 

The Illinois Central, while refusing to 
enter into the agreement desired now, ex- 
pressed its willingness to carry out the orig- 
inal plan, involving the payment of $1,500,000, 
ete. It looks much to outsiders as though the 
Illinois Central thought it possible to force 
the directors to go back to the first plan. But 
this is apparently out of the question, as it 
would require mew legislation by the Council 
and at Springfield. 

The report that showed that the Lake-Front 
was out of the question was that of the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds, 

The report was as follows: 
© The Report. 

First—The services of an engineer and sixteen 
employés have been engaged, who are occupied in 
taking soundings on the Lake-Front, drawing 
plans and specifications for the filling in of the 
same, and making complete and detailed esti- 
mates of the method and cost of filling in 120, 170, 
220,and 270 acres. Their work, which is being 
carries on with the greatest possible dispatch, 
will be completed in a few days. 
Second—The services of Frederick Law Olmsted, 
the distinguished landscape engineer, who made 
the original plan of Jackson Park, have been se- 
cured by the committee. Your committve exam- 
ined the park with him. His report is in the 
hands of the President, and will be herewith sub- 
mitted. Your committee desires to call the atten- 
tion of the Board of Directors to the fact that it 
may be necessary to obtain additional land adja- 
cent to Jackson Park to fully accommodate the 
Exposition. 
Third—Your committee has met the President 
and legal representatives of the [Illinois Central 
railroad company several times to secure an 
agreement to reimburse this corporation for the 
cost of filling in the Lake-Front in the event that 
said railroad company is successful in the litiga- 
tion now pending in the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The form of agreement proposed 
to them was suggested by John P. Wilson, and is 
herewith submitted. The railroad company de- 
clines to enter into any such agreement with this 
corporation, stating its readiness to settle all 
litigation on the basis heretofore reported, but 
alleges that any such agreement would jeoparde 
its claims in said litigation, and might be con- 
strued into a waiver of its claims, or some of 
them. 
In view of the possibility, however remote it 
may seem at this time, that the Supreme Court of 
the United States may render a decision favora- 
ble to the railroad company, in which case the 
cost of the filling could not be legally recovered 
without a prior stipulation, your committee re- 
spectfully submits : 
1. That the cost of filling the Lake-Front must 
be paid out of the funds of this corporation ; or 
2. That only a small acreage thereof be used, 
which would require a modification of the city 
ordinance; or 
3. That this board devise some financial meas- 
ures to defray the expense of such filling other 
than. those already planned. Your committee 
hopes for some immediate and decisive action in 
this matter on the part of the board. 
4. Your committee reports in favor of the fol- 
lowing organization for securing the prompt and 
satisfactory preparation of grounds and designs 
for and construction of buildings for the Exposi- 
tion. That it be allowed to select, with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Board of Directors, the 
following compact advisory staff: 
(1) A Consulting Architect. 
(2) A Consulting Landscape Engi neer. 
(3) A Consulting Engineer on Construction.

DOWN ONSCHWEINFURTH. 


THE IMPOSTOR DENOUNCED AT A 
MEETING AT ROCKFORD. 


The Rev. Mr. Conde Calls the People To- 
gether to Devise Some Means of Ridding 

_ the City of the Reputation Given It by 

the Beekmanites—Opposed to Any Dis- 
orderly Action—Scheme to Bring the 
Matter Befor€ the Legislature. 

Rocxrorp, IIl., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—The 
Rev, S. L. Conde’s indignation meeting to- 
night was hardly a great success. There is no 
sympathy in Rockford with the Beekmanites 
or their leader, the self-styled Christ, and it 
was with a sensation akin to horror that they 
heard his blasphemous declaration that the 
Holy Ghost is responsible for Mary Weldon’s 
condition. But the Weldon farm is seven 
miles from the vity, and the danger of a 
“White Cap” demonstration is proportion- 
ately lessened by the distance. The better 
class of the community does not 
countenance the sensational tar-and-feather 
talk and is ready for anything else, but still 
lacks a leader. A great crowd of men filled 
a down-town mission reading-room this even- 
ing to hear what the Rev. Mr. Conde had to 
propose. Only two women came and they 
left shortly. It was not a gathering of repre- 
sentative citizens although there was a hand- 
ful of such. The great proportion were there 
from curiosity or for fun, and they had a 
great deal of fun, too. 

The exercises began after considerable im- 
patient stamping of feet with the singing of 
“All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” Mr. 
Conde said it would make an appropriate be- 
ginning. He played the accompaniment him- 
self on an ancient piano. G.M. M. Glenn, an 
Elder in the Presbyterian church which ousted 
the Rev. Mr. Conde not long since, then 
offered: prayer for guidance—“‘ that nothing 
might be done which should not be done and 
that all might be done that should be done.” 

“The time is ripe for action,’ said the Rev. 
Mr. Conde. “The wonder all over the 
land is that Rockford has quietly per- 
mitted this strange thing that one 
should have the face to stand before God Al- 
mighty and declare himself the Son of God 
and exercise the prerogative of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The audacity of the man has caused 
some people to think these sayings were the 
vaporings of an insane person. He is not in- 
sane, He has passed from one blasphemy to 
another until now we, as Christians and 
moral men, cannot longer keep quiet. He has 
committed the one unpardonable crime which 
the Scriptures say we dare not even ask for- 
giveness for. He has openly charged upon 
the Holy. Ghost a venal crime of 
his own commission. It is one of the most 
astounding things which has happened 1n this 
century. It has already worked grievous 
harm. The name of Rockford has become a 
stench even across the sea.”’ 

Mr. Conde observed a lady in the ante-room 
at this juncture and invited her to come in, 
saying: ‘I havenothing to say which cannot 
be said before a lady.” 

** Maybe some of the rest of us want to say 
something,’’ exclaimed a voice, and the 
remark owas loudly applauded. The 
lady disappeared. The crowd was uncertain 
whether Mr. Conde was about to declare 
himself for pitch or for prayer. The senti- 
ment of the crowd seemed to favor the 
former. 

Think Rockford Is Contaminated, 


“People at a distance believe that this place 
is contaminated and that it is not safe to re- 
side here. Is it?’ asked the preacher, 
dramatically. ‘‘ Why, the boys and girls on 
the street are talking about conception by the 


bear most evil fruit in the lives of our chil- 


dren. And what steps are we to 
take? No man has a right to _ set 
himself up as. the "; Am, ..- a 


Godhead. No man has a right to set up a 
harem in which he may raise as many illegiti- 
mate children as possible. Here, perhaps, is 
the true explanation of Schweinfurth’s crime. 
He asserts that he is the embodiment of the 
Holy Ghost. So when he denied that there 
had been any traverse of virtue and that the 
conception of Mary Weldon’s unborn, child 
was by the Holy Ghost he meant the Holy 
Ghost as embodied in himself, 

** Some have supposed that I would advocate 
harsh measures. I would not advocate harsh 
measures with adog, and he is worse thana 
dog. [Cheers.] But weas a city must make 
it understood that we do not look with tolera- 
tion upon his damnable doctrine and his tre- 
mendous sin. I don’t threaten him. I aa- 
vocate dealing with him as a man, but a man 
worse than any convict in a State’s prison.” 
Here and there were cries of “ tar apd feath- 
ers’’ and “‘ fence rail.” These lively sugges- 
tions were received with cheers. 


‘““No, sir,” replied Mr. Conde, “until 
we have tried every means 
at our command as _ law-abiding 


citizens, I am not at allin favor of extreme 
measures. I believe this vile place can be 
broken up and driven from our midst by the 
strength of publie sentiment. I believe in 
the right of boycott. [Applause.] Let no 
man treat him with any sort of respect. I 
would not take his life, but I would make him 
feel that he was a thing despised by every 
man, woman, and child in our city. There 
are other things which might be done. It has 
been suggested that old man Weldon is 
liable under the laws for harboring such 
acrew onhis farm. Let this be presented to 
the grand jury. Then let a committee of a 
hundred citizens wait upon them and insist that 
he send those women home’to their husbands, 
and if he does not do it we can with safety 
wash our hands of any responsibility for what 
may happep to him after that. Unless we 
take action there will be violence of some 
kind. Leave him to the hands of the Almighty. 
He will send the avenger. I have no sym- 
pathy with “‘ White Caps.” I would go there, 
if at all, in the broad daylight 
like a soldier of the Lord Jesus Christ. I am 
in for this war. I’m going to carry it ‘out if I 
have to go to the Legislature with it, as I did 
with the Oneida Community in New York 
some years ago. They were an assembly of 
saints compared with the Beekmanites.”’

“NAT” JONES’ FIRM I8 BROKEN UP, 


The Partners in the Noted New York Bear 
House Separate, 

New Yorx, Aug. 12.—\|Special.]|—The an- 
nouncement of the dissolution of the firm of 
Jones, Kennett & Hopkins, a noted * bear ”’ 
house, whose office is at No. 56 Broadway, to- 
‘day gaye rise to many rumors in the 
neighboritood of the Stock Exchange. 
It was said, among other things, 
that there had been serious disagreements 
among members of the firm and that the dis- 
solution grew out of Mr. Jones’ heavy losses 
some months ago when he was reputed to be a 
bear on a booming bull market, especially in 
granger stocks, 

According to what George B. Hopkins said 
tonight the dissolution ef the firm was due to 
neither of the causes, but to the expiration of 
the period of copartnership. Mr. Jones} he 
said, preferred speculation in the market to a 
mere commission business, and withdrew when 
the term fixed by the articles of copartnership 
had expired. 

Other friends of Mr. Jones—better known 
in the street as ‘‘Nat” Jones—said that in- 
stead of losing money on the bull .market he 
had actually made large gains, having seen in 
time that his theories were wrong and 
changed sides. Mr. Jones first came 
into prominence before the. public as 
a “bear” operator in § wheat in 
Chicago in 1883 when he made a fortune in 
Wall street, to which he transferred his oper- 
ations about six years ago. He became noted 
as a “bear,” and at one timé bade fair to rival 
Mr. Addison Cammack. For sometime past 
he has been quiescent owing to illness, but 
when he was actually engaged in speculation 
he was on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
every day. He is nowim Long Branch re- 
cuperating. of 

The firm will be contmued and under the 
title of Kennett & Hopkins, but whether it 
will do the business of Mr. Jones‘a@nd Mr. Ad- 
dison Cammack, as of yore, none but the 
nrembers*know. It grew td¥ af“the Chicago 
house of Jones, McCormack & Co., and is said 
to be one of the heaviest dealers in grain in 
the city. Mr. Hopkins said tonight that the 
firm had made more money the last year than 
any year in its history. 

Mr. Samuel W. Allerton, in speaking of Nat 
C. Jones, said: “Jones flew pretty high while 
here. He wasa small operator at first and 
dabbled in a little of everything. Finally he 
struck a lead and went way up. I can’t name 
any particular deal, but what I mean is he got 
started and went right along until he 
made a pile. I do not know when he 
came here or where he came from. He went to 
New York several years ago, I can’t tell just 
when. Hecut quite a figure here, though. 
You remember he built a house up on the 
Lake Shore drive that was an extensive affair. 
I guess he never lived in it. I never dealt 
with him much and do not know much about 
him. He traded in everything and went in 
on large deals.”’ 

“How much was he worth when he left 
here ?”’ 

“O, I don’t know. He was such a flyer you 
could not tell.”’ , 

*“*Nat Jones came here from Cincinnati,” 
said a prominent Board of Trade man in 
speaking of the Chicago career of the New 
York speculator. “He started on nothing 
and failed a couple of times before he 
made the fortune he had when he 
left here. I never took much stock in him 
and for that reason do not like to say any- 
thing about him. He got started one day 
and made money hand over fist. The fact is 
there is not much tosay about him. He is 
one of those men who went up on a spurt. 
Norman B. Ream, John Cudahy, or Billy Linn 
could tell you all about him. They used to 
trade with him. He had an office in the Board 
of Trade Building. I understood the other 
day that his concern had dissolved.” 

Mr. Kennett, who lives at No. 379 Ontario 
street, isin New York, having gone there to 
attend to the dissolution of the partnership. 
He has been absent from the city several 
days. The other members of his family are 
also out of town, so nothing could be learned 
at his house concerning the retirement of Mr. 
Jones from the firm of Jones, Kennett & Hop- 
kins. 

Mr. Jones completed negotiations for the 
sale of his magnificent palace on the Lake- 
Shore drive and Bellevue place May 10, the 
reason for the sale being Mr. Jones’ determi- 
nation to live in New York, where he had gone 
two years before.

A Mistake Discovered in the Third District 
—Census Returns. 

Princeton, Ill., Aug. 12—[Special.]—A re- 
vision of the census figures in the Third Ili- 
nois District shows a population of 400,802, 
which increases the total in the State to 
3,808,932, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
Wisconsin shows a steady gain in population. 
The preliminary rough count of the Census 
Office gives it 1,682,749, as against 1,315,497 in 
1880. An increase of 367,252 is not bad. It is 
about the pace the Badger State has been 
keeping up for the last thirty years, and will 
insure it probably two more members of Con- 
gress, with no large cities except Milwaukee 
to swell the total. This increase is looked 
upon at the Census Office as a gratifying one. 
It is not so good as Wisconsin’s neighbor on 
the west has been doing, for Minnesota claims 
to have nearly doubled its population. The 
rough count of Minnesota shows 1,415,000, as 
against 781,000 in 1880. But St. Paul ‘and 
Minneapolis have been the chief factors in 
this growth, and as they are both in the pangs 
of a recount the rough showing of Minnesota 
cannot be set down as accurate. But it has 
made a remarkable gain in anyevent. Bleed- 
ing Kansas promises to bleed no more when 
its returns are all in, for in round numbers its 
population is given as 1,500,000, against 996,000 
ten years ago. The Kansas population is so 
migratory that its Congressmen were afraid a 
good many thousand of its people had started 
on their annual journey further “ West.” 
The returns, however, are reassuring.

WANT BETTER RATES TO TEXAS POINTS. 


Object of a Committee from New Orleans 
in Visiting Chicago. 

New Ortzans, La., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—A 
committee of New Orleans business-men, rep- 
resenting the Board of Trade and business in- 
terests of the city generally, leave for Chicago 
today for the purpose of attending a meeting 
of railroad representatives called for the ob- 
ject of arranging freight rates to Texas com- 
mon points. The New Orleans committee is 
composed of the following gentlemen: Will- 
iam Campbell, Chairman; Gen. W. J. Behan, 
representing the wholesale«grocers; G. Leh- 
man, the dry-goods houses; W. W. Sumner, 
the hardware trade; and J. V. Kaiser,. the 
clothing mantfacturers. Messrs. John I. Ad- 
ams and William Flash will join the commit- 
tee at Chicago. Referring to the trip Gen. 
Behan remarked: ‘ 

- *Qur object in goingto Chicago is to se- 
cure better freight rates from New Orleans to 
all Texas points. We found that in the last two 
weeks Galveston was getting more favorable 
rates into Central and Northern Texas than 
was New Orleans, and we felt it our duty to 
investigate the matter and seek better terms 
to these points. Last month our Board of 
Trade sent a committee to meet the freight 
agents of the leading trunk lines, and they 
made a start on the business which we pro- 
pose to finish up now. There has already 
been a reduction made, accompanied bya 
large amount of business all through Texas. 
We want a schedule of rates which will enable 
us to compete with Galveston and St. Louis.to 
Texas points.” 

It is understood that Galveston will also be 
represented by a committee. The meeting is 
to take place on the 14th. 


ESCAPED CONVICTS SURRENDER, 


The Men Who Got Away from San Quentin 
Taken Back to the Prison, 

San Quentin, Cal., Aug. 12.—The convicts 
who escaped last evening—Turcott, Hanlon, 
and Manning—after reaching the guich near 
Laurel Grove, three miles distant, threw up a 
breastwork of limbs, stumps, and soil around 
a clump of trees and secured a commanding 
position. They stood a siege of about 
eighteen hours, firing at their besiegers every 
once ina while. Guard Bowen of Mendocino 
had the stock of his gun shattered by a shot 
from their rifle and the bones of his right fore- 
arm were broken by a bullet. After holding 
several. conferences with the Sheriffs and 
probably securing some concessions they sur- 
rendered their Winchesters to Sheriffs Standly 
of Mendocino and Healy of Marin.

VALUABLE THOROUGHBREDS BURNED. 


Heavy Loss by a Fire in a Tennéssee Train- 
ing Stable. 

Nasuvitiz, Tenn., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
Buckner & Ellis’ fine training stables were 
destroyed by fire this morning about 8 o’clock 
near Clarksville and eight trotters and pacers 
were burned to death, One of the animals 
lost was the horse Alderey that cost the firm 
$3,000 and for which it had been offered 
$5,000 for a half interest. Alderey was 5 years 
old and had a trial record of 2:30. The others 
burned were Frank B., a pacer with a record 
of 2:40 and valued at $3,000; Dr. C. Ozette, 
Gray Dick, Hendricks, Dessie G., and Frankie 
Nutwood. The fire was undoubtedly of in- 
cendiary origin. The entire loss, including 
hiorses, stables, feed, and training apparatus, 
will approximate $30,000. Charlie Cummings, 
formerly of the Hermitage Stud, was the trainer 
for the firm. There is some insurance to 
cover the loas, but not sufficient by several 
thousand dollars. There was $600 on horses 
and colts in the National of Hartford, $720 on 
the stable in the Hamburg of Bremen, $2,500 
on Alderey in the Lancashire of England 
$2,000 on Frank B. in the Hamburg of 
Bremen 000 on Gray Dick, $300 on 
Hendricks, and $600 on Dessie. 

Broomineton, Ill., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
Fire bugs are annoying the people of Normal 
and a week ago a business block was burned, 
and this morning the residence of W. L. 
Jones was destroyed. Loss, $3,000. During 
the last week half a dozen attempts have been 
made to fire buildings in the town.

MAY HAVE WORK FOR THE MILITIA. 


The Trouble with the Striking Mill Hands 
at Cloquet Growing Serious. 

Dotvurs, Minn., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—The 
situation of the strike at Cloquet still remains 
in @ very serious condition. The strikers are 
very ugly and threaten personal injury to any 
men who go to work in the mills. No attempt 
was made today to start up the mills, but it 
is probable that an attempt will be made to 
do so in the morning. A message from 
there says that it is doubtful if 
men can be found to go to work. 
A message was received this evening by Capt. 
Dewitt of Company K, Minnesota Second 
Regiment, National Guards, ordering him to 
hold his company in readiness to go to Cloquet 
on orders, and the company was at once placed 
under arms. A later message ordered it to 
report to Col. Bobleter of the regiment at 
Northern Pacific Junction. A special train 
will carry it from here at 3:30 a. m. 
It is not known here whether a company has 
been ordered from St. Paul or not. There are 
several hundred strikers at the mills at Clo- 
quet, and these men and their familirs make 
up nearly the whole town, the lumbering in- 
terests being its q +m The strike started 
the same time as those at Ashland and Eau 
Claire, and has been fought stub- 
bornly. The Duluth militia company 
had experience in dealing with the Du- 
luth rioters last year in the bloody affair here. 
It is the crack wep vd of the regiment, and 
its Captain is an old German army officer. It 
is well armed and ought to hold its own even 
with so determined a set of men as the lum- 
beranill men at Cloquet. It is not known, 
but seems certain, companies have 
decided.to work men in the morning and the 
force is sent there to protect them.

THE NEW YORK CENTRAL STRIKE VIR- 
TUALLY ENDED. 


Passenger and Mail Trains Again Running 
on Schedule Time, While the Freights 
Are but Little Delayed—The Brother- 

hood of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 

men Have Their Revenge Over the 
Knights—Though Defeated the Men Still 
Say They Will Win. 

New Yorx, Aug. 12.—([Special.]—The 
Knights of Labor have added one more de- 
feat to their long list of fiascoes. The great 
strike on the New York Central and Hudson 
River railroad, which promised to be a bitter 
struggle threé days ago, has practically ended. 
It is generally conceded that the Knights of 
Labor have met with a most inglorious defeat. 
So far they have gained hardly a single point. 
It was said that not a man who'’struck work at 
the bidding of the District Assembly will be 
taken back to work, and the strong 
probability is that every one of them 
has been bilack-listed and will find 
it a difficult matter to secure work on any of 
the roads. It was said that the result of this 
strike will be that all of the leaders in it at 
least will fall back on the order as alleged 
“ victims ” for the members who are at work 
to support in idleness. 

It was said by aman familiar with the side 
workings of the order and its past history that 
it was a foregone conclusion that the strikers 
would lose the fight. Since 1880, said this 
man, everything the Knights of Labor have 
had anything to do with resulted in failure. 
That the Executive Board of the Knights of 
Labor will denounce the action of the leaders 
of the present strike at their meeting tomor- 
row is generally believed, for itis said that 
they have always followed this policy in crawl- 
ing out of such difficulties. That this will be 
their action was believed when one of the 
board said yesterday that the General Execu- 
tive Board did not sanction the strike, but ad- 
vised the district and local leaders to hold 
off until they were positive that they could 


win. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen are laughing in their sleeves this 
morning at the terrible defeat of the Knights. 
The Knights themselves are very much dis- 
gruntled. The engineers and firemen are very 
much pleased because, it is said, they have 
been longing for an opportunity to quietly re- 
taliate’ on the Knights for the manner in 
which they have been treated by them in the 
past. During the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad strike of brotherhood engineers sev- 
eral years ago the General Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor rushed their engineers 
to the road in flocks and put them in the places 
of the striking members of the: brotherhood. 
Asaresult the brotherhood lost the tight. 
Following right on the heels of this strike 
the brotherhood engineers tied up the Chi- 

o, Burlington and Quincy railroad system 
oak as they thought, were in a fair way of 
winning the struggle when the Knights stepped 
in in and helped the company out. No 
couicdmaiies it is said, since that time for the 
brotherhood to avenge itself on the knights 
has come until now, and while the brother- 
hoods of engineers and firemen have said 
nothing, it has been noticed that they have 
studiously avoided offering any assistance. 
Although it was reported two nights ago that 
the firemen would join the ranks of the strik- 
ers no such action has been taken. It is as- 
serted that at no time has the idea entered the 
heads of either firemen or engineers. 

Although it was not admitted openly by the 
strikers that they had lost, it was said today 
that they acknowledged last night that the 
company was too strong for them and that 
they had met with an opposition that was far 
from what they expected. The company suc- 
ceeded yesterday and today in securing all the 
help necessary, and it was seen, notwithstand- 
ing the contrary statements of the strikers, 
that the road was running as if there had been 
no strike. The men themselves evidently tec- 
ognized that the end was near, for a weak 
feeling manifested itself amongthem. Today 
eve ing is quiet; in fact the strike, so far 
as the railroad company 18 concerned, is a 
thing of the past. Outgoing trains are run- 
ning regularly from the Grand Céntral Depot 
and the incoming trains are only a trifle late. 

The strikers are crestfallen. They are still 
asserting that they are not beaten in the face 
of everything to the contrary, and Chairman 
Valentine went so far as to say today that the 
strikers would win yet. 


SAY THE STRIKE IS NOT YET OVER. 


Knights of Labor at Syracuse Claim That 
the Fight Has Only Begun. 

Syracusz, N. Y., Aug. 12.—{Special.]—All 
indications tonight are that the crisis of the 
strike of the New York Central railroad em- 
ployés has passed in Syracuse and De Wit , the 
end of the Eastern and Western divisions. The 
Knights of Labor claim that it is not over 
and will not be as far as any declaration from 
them that it is off is concerned. They say that 
it will be made mighty unpleasant for the 
men from Chicago and the West who have 
been employed to fill the vacant places at De 
Witt. The strikers say that their apparent 
failure to carry their point is owing to the en- 
a and firemen of local assemblies not 

ping faith with them as they promised. 
The railroad company is giving the old em- 
ployés every opportunity to come back and 
take their places, but so far very few have 
gone to work. The people have been in sym- 
pathy with the strikers, and hotel and board- 
ing-house keepers say they will not give shel- 
ter to the men who are from the West filling 
the strikers’ places. 

The first effort made by the railroad author- 
ties at DeWitt today was to load the big 
amount of stock that had been turned into the 
fields during the strike. Only a small force 
of men could be mustered into service. Two 
trains were started east soon after 3 p. m. 
Other fast freight-trains are to be dispatched 
east and west as soon as they can be made up. 
By midnight it is claimed that all trains will 
be running as if no strike had occurred. 
Passenger and mail trains arrived here on 
time today. 

There was a big meeting this afternoon of 
Knights of Labor. All points between Utica 
and Lyons were represented. There is some- 
thing important in the wind, they say, and the 
striking Knights will be heard from within a 
few days. About twenty-five baggagemen 
and switchmen at the Central road’s station 
here failed to go to work tonight, having 
joined their brother Knights in the strike. 

An officer of a local assembly of Knights, 
who was at this afternoon’s meeting, said to- 
night: ‘The public probably imagine that 
this trouble is ended, but in this they are de- 
ceived. We are confidently hopeful. If the 
place of every —— is filled, even then we 
shall win the battle. You probably cannot 
understand how this is to be accomplished, 
but it is a fact, nevertheless, although we are 
not at liberty to state how it isto be brought 
about. These are not idle words or heated 
expressions, but they are cool deliberations 
after premeditated action.

Urrea, N. Y., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—The gen- 
eral sentiment here that the bottom has fallen 
out of the strike on the Central-Hudson is 
supported by the attitude taken by the offi- 
cials, Ten men were added to the force in the 
freight-yard today, and two freight-trains 
were made up for the West, which the yard- 
master says he will send out in the morning.

New men have been placed at gates through- 
out the city and the places of striking switch- 
men and baggagemen have been filled. Four 
firemen reported for work at the round-house, 
but an order from headquarters stated that 
they would not be accepted under any consid- 
eration. A full force of new men will be put 
on at the freight-yards tomorrow. Passenger 
service has been such today that people are 
regaining confidence and the passenger traffic 
of the road is recovering.

By orders of Adjutant-General Porter the 
troops which did duty at De Witt were sent 
home today. Gen. Porter became convinced 
from reports sent by Col. McEwan of his de- 
partment, whom he had dispatched to the 
scene, that the situation did not demand the 
troops. Gen. Porter feels that there will be 
no serious trouble along the railroad. He 
thinks that when the freight embargo is lifted 
at West Albany there will be a little friction 
between the strikers and Pinkerton men. 

A terrible accident was averted tonight on 
the New York Central road. A “lighter” 
engine was started from Schenectady at about 
9 o’clock and ran wild on the up passenger 
track toward this city. Superintendent Bis- 
sell was fortunately informed of its coming 
and telegraphed to the station at the upper 
railroad bridge and had the engine switched 
off on the steep grade. leading to the bridge. 
When the engine reached this grade its speed 
was slackened considerably, enabling the en- 
gineer who was watching for it to jump aboard 
and bring it te a stop. e 4:50 p.m. train 
out of New York was standing at the station 
ready to proceed westward, but was held until 
the engine was caught. 


THE STRIKE PRACTICALLY ENDED. 


Local Railway Officials Think the New York 
Central Trouble Is Over. 
The danger of a strike on the yailroads con- 


nected with the New York Central and run- 


ning into Chicago is over. The local leaders 
among railroad employés expected final in- 
structions and information yesterday from the 
officers of their organizations now in the 
East, and upon the failyre of any communica- 
tion whatever to arrive they concluded that it 
was all over; that the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Men and those federated with it were not 
in the fight, and the Knights of Labor must 
tight their own battle, Local labor men ad- 
mit the strike is lost. 

‘*T have not heard a word from our men in 
the East,’’ said Grand Master Sweeney of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association. “IT 
don’t know any more about the strike than I 
did yesterday. All I know is that the mem- 
bers of my organization are not implicated in 
the fight, and there is not the least prospect of 
the trouble spreading west of Buffalo. I don’t 
believe that the strikers are so completely 
beaten yeTasthe dispatches would indicate, 
but I do think they are engaged in a losing 
fight. I think I will go East as far as Buffalo 
next week, and then I’ll find out what the real 
trouble was.” 

Other railroad men who were seen had al- 
ready dismissed the matter from their minds, 
No one entertained the idea that the strike 
would extend west of Buffalo. 

A round through the yards and depots of the 
Lake Shore, Nickel-Plate, Michigau Central, 
and Northwestern roads showed everything in 
full running order, and no indications what- 
ever of trouble. Trains were running on

**T do not think it will injure the cause of 
labor much,”’ said a labor leader, “although .

A JURY'S VERDICT ON THE BOOKS

New Yorx, Aug. 12.—[Special.]—Agent 
Joseph A. Britton of the Society for the En- 
forcement of Criminal Law was rebuked by 
the grand jury today. It refused to indict 
Manager Patrick Farrelly of the American 
News company and Clerks Edward Everiss 
and John C. Flanagan, who were arrested by 
Beitton afew days ago on acharge of selling 
“‘immoral ” books.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


Erastus Wiman Tells How Existing Diffi- 
culties May Be Settled. 


New York, Aug. 12.—“ The coming election | 


in Canada,” said Mr. Erastus. Wiman today, 
‘*will have most far-reaching consequences, 
and its significance has been intensified by the 
probable passage of the McKinley Tariff bill, 
which would shut out from the near-by mar- 
kets of the United States half of the Canadian 
export of natural products, «Three cents duty 
per head on cabbage is the extremest form of 
exaction that has been enforced by any coun- 
try against another for an article of which 
pauper labor formed no part, and as for five 
cents per dozen on eggs, $4 per ton on hay, 
and every other article the farmer produced, 
there is only one hope for the Canadian 
producer, yo | that is a reciprocity that would 
admit American manufactures free in ex- 
change for Canada’s natural products. To 
achieve this result is the aim of the Liberal 
party, and, although I cannot occupy the posi- 
tion of leader, I hope by voice and pen to con- 
tribute to its triumph.” 

Mr. Wiman then took up the subject of the 
conflict of interests between the American 
and Canadian railways and the significance of 
the coming elections for the settlement of the 
problem. 

‘Unrestricted reciprocity,” he said, ‘is the 
only way in which the international] trans- 
portation question can be settled, Thé crime 
of the Canadian roads is that they carry 
freight cheaply. So long as this is their only 
sin the interests of the farmers in the West 
are equally opposed with the consumers of the 
East to a suspension of these cheap’ facilities 
by the abolition of the bonding privileges.’

What the Brick Manufacturers’ Agreement 
Means if Carried Out, 

New York, Aug. 12.—The agreement 
adopted by the Brick Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion at its meeting at the Astor House yes- 
terday, if persisted in, will result in the prac- 
tical suspension of the work of erecting build- 
ings in this city and vicinity, since from 90 to 
%5 per cent of the bricks used in the three cities 
separated by the North and East Rivers comes 
from the yards of members of the association. 

Various builders here have seen fit to ac- 
cedeto the demand ofthe trade union that 
they boycott the material furnished by four 
of the leading brickmakers of Haverstraw. 
These firms, being members of the associa- 
tion above referred to, appealed to it for sup- 
port, which was assured them absolutely yes- 
terday by the agreement to ship no more 
bricks to New York until the boycott placed 
upon the four firms was raised. Notwithstand- 
ing this action the impression prevails through- 
Gat the trade that the threat of the manufac- 
turers will not be carried out and that the 
chance of a strike will rather be taken. 


ARRIVAL OF THE GOLDEN FLEECE. 


The British Yacht .Encounters Headwinds 
and Heavy Seas on Her Voyage. 

New Yorx, Aug. 12.—[Special.]—The Brit- 
ish auxiliary screw yacht Golden Fleece, 
which left Falmouth July 17, arrived here 
early this morning and anchored off Stapleton. 
Most of the voyage was done under canvas 
and against headwinds and heavy seas, but 
Capt. Fraser, who has her in charge, said that 
she proved a good sea boat. The Golden 
Fleece represents atype of yachts which is 
bound to become as popular on this side of 
the Atlantic as it has been for some time on the 
other. The auxiliary screw yacht is both a 
steam yacht and a sailing yacht. When 
the wind fails she can depend on her 
engines. When there is a good breeze she 
can use her canvas to carry her through the 
water. Thus she combines -the certainty of 
steam and the exhilaration and excitement of 
sailing. The best specimens of the auxiliary 
screw yacht now in these waters are Mr. 
Trenor L. Park’s Sultana and Mr. E. D. Mor- 
gan’s Catarina. The Golden Fleece is not as 
big or powerful as either of these vessels, but 
she is a mighty handy sort of a boat. She is 
119 feet long on the water line, with 22 feet 
beam. She is fall schooner ri and carries 
a respectable sail spread. engines are 
only 20-hotse power, but they suffice to drive 
mes seven or eight miles ah hour in smooth 
water.

From present appearances the Senate will 
lead the way in anti-lottery legislation, the 
Post-Office Committee having authorized Sen- 
ator Sawyer to make a favorable rerort, and 
the Senate itself being disposed to put the 
bill on its passage. Nothing but criminal delay 
now can prevent the bill from being passed by 
the House even at this late stage of the ses- 
sion, for under the new rules that body now 
can pass any bill favored by the majority. 
If the Lottery bill is not passed, therefore, the 
Republican majority will be responsible for 
the death of a measure asked for by the Admin- 
istration, the press and the people of the coun- 
try, and prayed for by the opponents of the 
gamblers in Louisiana itself. If the House 
shirks the responsibility and kills the bill by 
delay the pubhe will demand to know what 
considerations were offered by the lottery 
lobby. It is tired of this persistent and un- 
necessaly delay. 


Tue local money market was active and 
firm at 6@7 per cent, according to paper and 
collaterals. In New York the rate was 4 up 
to 25 per cent, opening at 9and closing at 6. 
The local stock market was apathetic, 
with no appreciable change in quotations. In 
New York stocks showed increased strength, 
with a good volume of business and a higher 
average of values.

Sgxator Epmunps has offered an amend- 
ment to the rules, providing that during the 
discussion of any item in the Tariff bill or any 
amendment thereto no Senator shall speak 
more than five minutes on the one item with- 
out the consent of the Senate. It is not a bad 
idea to seek to limit the interminable speeches 
made in the Upper House. They were well 
enough fifty years ago, when there were half 
as many Senators as now and not a tenth of 
the business. At no time do set speeches, to 
which few listen and which fewer read, do 
much good. Rarely are they productive of 
any conversions. If there is perfect freedom 


in offering amendments, restriction of debate 


is not so bad. It teaches men to talk concise- 
ly and crowd more ideas into their five min- 
utes. 

But it does not look well to see this amend- 
ment offerea in relation to the tariff alone, 
and that et a moment in its consideration 
when the subject of reciprocity is coming to 
the front. It looks somewhat as if the Sen- 
ator from Vermont, whose colleague is known 
to be against Blaine’s plan and who is him- 
self supposed to be against it, was aiming at a 
limitation of debate on the most important 
feature of the bill and one in which the whole 
country will be interested. Why should de- 
bate be cut short on the Tariff bill, which has 
to do, according to both McKinley and his 
opponents, with the welfare of every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, while 
the old, mterminable drivel of debate is to be 
allowed on subjects which have not one-thov- 
sandth of its importance? Why not limit de- 
‘bate on private bills first ? 

Under the circnmstances it might be better 
not to adopt Senator Edmunds’ new rule until 
it has been made much more general in its 
provisions and until the reciprocity question 
is settled. 


THE CITY-HALL AND THE GAMBLERS. 


Some weeks ago the fact was mentioned 
that a City-Hall clerk had filched about $3,000 
of city funds and had lost it at gambling. It 
is stated now by one of the local papers that 
soon after the crime was discovered this 
young man’s immediate official superior, who 
would have to make good the loss, went to the 
gamblers who had the money and asked it 
back. They agreed to give it, saying they 
could not afford to have the Administration 
suffer by their operations. Whether it suf- 
fered or not, it was only reasonable that the 
city which protected gambling and allowed 
the clerks of private individuals to steal ana 
play away their employers’ money should be 
guaranteed immunity against the conse- 
quences of similar misconduct on the part-of 
its own officers. Such a clause certainly 
should have been put in the McDonald-Cregier 
treaty of 1889. 

But the gamblers did not keep their word, 
possibly because there was no treaty stipula- 
tion. The unlucky superior officer badgered 


the Police Department and the Mayor’s office 


~ for help, but met with rebuffs everywhere, 


and was driven to the conclusion that the Ad- 
ministration did not care about his harassing 
the gamblers even though it was to get back 
city funds. The clerk, who simply availed 
himself of the facilities for gambling which 
the city allowed to exist, is in jail, and the 


_ gamblers have the money. 


If the above statements are correct there 
can be no doubt in any mind as to the exist- 
ence of an agreement between the gamblers 
and the city authorities, but even should they 
be incorrect there 1ssabundant evidence to sat- 
isfy ordinary men. »It already has satisfied 
the community. 

_ Before the election of 1889 the gamblers 
made offers to both parties. They asked each 
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run a gambling-shop, while the “fair thing” 
means a big contribution to the campaign 
fund and the votes of the gamblers. The Re- 
publicans refused to negotiate, as they had re- 
fused in previous campaigns. 

Had neither party accepted their offers the 
gamblers would not have felt called on to 
take an active part in the election. They 
would not have cared whether Trojan or 
Greek won, and would have kept away from 
the polls. It is known, however, that they 
worked hard and voted as often as they could 
for Cregier. Whatever influence they had 
was thrown openly on his side and when he 
was elected they were more jubilant over it 
than the horde of Democratic officeseekers that 
also supported Cregier. 

Immediately after the present Mayor was 
installed the gaming-houses, closed for two 
years under his predecessor, reopened, and 
have been open ever since, except when they 
shut up for a day or so to help the Adminis- 
tration out of a scrape. 

« While there is not and cannot be any written 
proof of a bargain, there is sufficient circum- 
stantial evidence to show that one was made 
between the gamblers and some one who held 
Cregier in the hollow of his hand. The gam- 
blers said they would be for Roche if he would 
let them keep open. He refused, and they 
went for Cregier. They are now enjoying that 
protection in consideration of which they 
offered to support Roche. Has it been given 
them for nothing? Nobody believes that. For 
what then was it given? For their support. 
The treaty, though unwritten, was made and 
is in force, and is so binding that the city can- 
not reclaim its own money from gamblers 
who have come into possession of it. 

Here are the three links in the chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence: 

1. The gamblers are willing to negotiate 
with either party on the basis of trading votes 
and subscribing to the campaign fund in ex- 
change for a promise of protection. 

2. They supported Cregier. 

8. They have been protected. 


WESTERN VERSUS EASTERN WOOL. 

During the course of the debate on the tariff 
bill Monday the attention of Senator Sher- 
man was called to the falling-off in value of 
Ohio farm lands in the last ten years, as shown 
by the recent revaluation of the State, and he 
was asked to explain it. He answered by 
stating that what reduction in values there 
had been was due to Western competition. 
While he did not say it in so many words he 
reasoned doubtless that the value of the land 
depended on the selling price of its products; 
that what the farmers of his State were get- 
tfng for their corn, wheat, meat, etc., was less 
than ten years ago, because the West was fur- 
nishing at lower prices an abundant supply of 
these articles raised on cheaper lands; and 
for that cause the Ohio lands were selling for 
less than in 1880, 

It is a pity that Senator Sherman, who is‘so 
clearsighted as to the effect of Western com- 
petition on Ohio wheat and corn, cannot brush 
the dust out of his eyes and see that what is 
true of them is true alsoof wool. The decline 
and fallin price of the products of the Ohio 
farmer are governed by one law which applies 
to allofthem. It is not the lack of sufficient 
tariff protection which pulls down Ohio wheat 
but Minnesota and Dakota competition. It is 
not the lack of a sufficient tariff which forces 
down Ohio wool but Texas, New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia, and Oregon competition. It is the 
fact that the Western ranchmen can place in 
the market wool competing with that raised 
in Ohio, and can ask less for it because it is 
produced on cheaper land, with cheaper labor, 
by flocks more cheaply fed and herded. 

In 1860 the warm, semi-arid regions of the 
Southwest furnished a seventeenth of the total 
wool product of the country. In 1880 a third 
of the’ total product came from Texas and 
west of the hundredth meridian. It is this 
jump in twenty years from three and a half 
million pounds to eighty-nine which has set- 
tled the hash of the Ohio wool-growers and not 
trivial tariff reductions. 

In 1860 the sheep of the semi-arid regions 
were of inferior quality. The average weight 
of a fleece was but 1.68 pounds, while that of a 
New England sheep was over three and a half. 
A hundred sheep in California did not pro- 
duce any more wool than fifty in Vermont. 
The freight rates were also heavy on the Cal- 
ifornian. But there has been a steady in- 
crease in the quality of the ranch sheep, due 
to the shipping of blooded rams from Ohio. 
The result was that in 1880 the average weight 
of a California fleece was four pounds. While 
Ohio fleeces weigh more than in 1860 their 
gain has not compared with that of* the 
ranch sheep. Hence the ranchman is nearing 
the Ohio farmer steadily in the quality of his 
wool and the quantity per sheep while retain- 
ing the immense advantage of cheaper lands 
and labor and a healthier climate for his 
stock. He also has gained in reduction of 
freight rates more than his Eastern com- 
petitor. 

Year by year this competition is pressing 
harder on the Ohioan. Year by year it is be- 
coming more apparent that he must raise 
sheep for mutton, w‘th wool as an incidental, 
while with the ranchman wool will be the main 
thing and mutton the incidental. Today in 
the wool markets the Far Western product 
hustles the Eastern product to one side. 

Senator Sherman must understand that no 
tariff will alter the situation, for so far as it 
helps the wool-raiser at all it will help the 
ranchman quite as much as the Ohio farmer. 
The former will be ableto undersell the latter 
just as much as before. Western competition 
cannot be stopped by McKinley bills. The impo- 
sition of a higher duty on wheat will not shel- 
ter the Ohio farmer from Dakota competi- 
tion, and what is true of wheat is true equally 
of wool. Thereif nothing about the latter 
which takes it out of the category of agri- 
cultural products and makes it something by 
itself, governed by special laws, and unaffected 
by the general causes which act on all the arti- 
cles grown by the farmer. 


JUDGE GRESHAM AND GEN. PALMER. 

In a speech made two weeks ago Gen. 
Palmer attacked the National Election bill 
and said that if it were the law a hundred 
scalawags could run things to suit themselves 
in the Twelfth Congressional District of this 
State. Tax Tarsuns told him that if he would 
read the bill he would find that for the scala- 
wags to have control it was necessary that 
the chief supervisor, who is appointed by 
Judge Gresham, should be one; that the pre- 
cinct supervisors, a third of whom must be 
Democrats, and who are appointed by Judge 
Gresham on the nomination of the chief su- 
pervisor, also must be scalawags; and that 
finally, since the Judge’s assistance was need- 
ed at every point, the Judge himself must 
be a scalawag. Hence Tus Trisune asked 
Gen. Palmer if he was quite ready to make 
any reflections on the character of Judge 
Gresham. 
In a speech delivered last week Gen. Palmer 
says: 

Judge Gresham is one of the best mets the 


people of a district can conduct their election 


wisely or not. He is : | 
hata coer the tee Safenahend, end, hes 
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If that officer be an honest man the nominees 
for precinct supervisors will not be scalawags. 
Nor is the Judge required to appoint these 
nominees. He can reject the list submitted 
and call for more names. Again, by the 
hmendment proposed by the Senate, if the 
supervisors’ count shows one man elected, 


‘while the State officers give the certificate to 


another, the man holding the latter can take 
his case before Judge Gresham and have it 
tried there. In such a proceeding in his own 
court the Judge would not be a figurehead. 
Gen. Palmer cannot wriggle out of the fact 
that any charge that the proposed law would 
lead to fraud ana corruption if employed in 
any district in this State is a direct charge 
against the integrity or capacity of Judge 
Gresham. But why does not Gen. Palmer, 
instead of grieving over the Twelfth District 
of this State, for which the law is not needed, 
turn to some Southern districts, where it is 
needed sadly? Let him read the testimony in 
the contested election case in the Second Ar- 
kansas District. ? 
At the election held in 1888 the returns made 


to the Governor showed that Breckinridge, | 


Democrat, had 846 more votes than Clayton, 
Republican, and he was given the certificate. 
The evidence taken showed that the ballot- 
box at Plummerville, which would have.given 
between 400 and 500 majority for Clayton, 
was stolen. Out of that theft grew the murder 
of Clayton himself and several other persons. 
At another precinct where the vote returned 
was 210 for Breckinridge to 44 for Clayton 62 
votes cast for the latter were credited to the 
former by the judges. At another precinct 48 
Clayton ballots were destroyed by the judges 
and an equal number of Breckinridge ones 
put in the box. At still another precinct 29 
Clayton tickets were changed. By these 
changes a majority for Clayton outside of the 
Plummerville vote was made over into one 
for his opponent, who is occupying the seat 
now. 

The National Election bill is designed to 
end such irregularities as these. Why should 
it not be done? If the majority of the voters 
in the Second Arkansas District wish to send 
a Republican to Congress why should not they 
be allowed to do it? Why should a Repub- 
lican in that Arkansas district be denied rights 
possessed by Republicans and Democrats alike 
in the Twelfth and other Illinois districts? 


SUPPOSING THE EXPERIMENT FAILS? 

The McKinley bill provides that after July 1, 
1891, the duty on tinplate shall be raised from 
leent a pound to 2.2 cents. The professed 
object of this is to encourage the manufacture 
of tinplate in this country, where none is 
made now. The McKinleyites say it will not 
be long before American tinplate will be on 


the market, at first at prices higher than those . 


paid now, but in the course of time at lower 
prices. Ag to make tinplate more expensive 
will add to the cost of every tin utensil, of 
cups, cans, pails, dishes, etc., it is a serious 
matter to more than double the duty without 
some certainty that a reasonably cheap Amer- 
ican article will be made soon. Doubts have 
been thrown on this, for it has been stated 
that the price of the iron-plates untinned will 
cost the American manufacturer more than 
the English manufacturer gets for his tinplate 
plus the proposed duty. 

In order to provide against the contingency 
of a failure of American tinplate to material- 
ize Senator Spooner has offered the following 
amendment to the McKinley bill: 


Provided, further, that on and after Oct. 1, 1894, 
tinplates of No. 28 wire gauge and of thinner 
wire gauges shall be admitted free of duty, unless 
it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of 
the President (who shall thereupon by proclama- 
tion make knownrthe fact) that the aggregate 
quantity of tinplates of said gauges produced in 
the United States during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1804, shall equal halfthe amount of tin- 
plates of the same gauges imported during said 
fiscal year or any prior fiscal year after the pas- 
sage of this act. 


If in a little more than three years of *®high 
duty American manufacturers do not produce 
half the tinplate in use, then Senator Spooner 
thinks the experiment should be abandoned 
and tinplate be let in free to make up to the 
people what they have lost by the experiment. 
Surely there can be no objection to this, or,if 
the time is too short itcan be altered. The 
McKinleyites, who have examined into these 
things so closely, must know about when the 
United States can begin to make half its own 
tinplate, and if they have firm faith that such 
will be the case soon then they cannot object 
to a provision like Senator Spooner’s. 

The McKinleyites say: ‘‘ Put this higher duty 
on tinplate and it will be made in this ‘coun- 
try.”” Senator Spooner says, “All right, but 
to guard against the contingency that you may 
be mistaken, provide that if you turn-out to 
be wrong the experiment shall be given up.”’ 
That is eminently fair. 

It would not bea bad idea also to do the 
same thing with wool. McKinley says: “ In- 
crease the duty and American wool will go 
up.”” Why should he object to a supplemental 
provision that if it does not go up, and he 
turns out to be mistaken, the duty shali come 
down? That gives the wool-grower a double 
chance. 


CROP MISINFORMATION. 

An Eastern paper, notorious for its persist- 
ent misrepresentation of facts in the grain 
business, recently said: “‘ The country lost and 
“* the farmers lost’ by the rise in grain prices 
since last spring, and “at least 30,000,000 
“‘ bushels more wheat might have been sold 
“‘ to foreigners at satisfactory prices if specu- 
“ lators had consented to let the market take 
** its natural course. Nothing else has done 
“so muchto break the foreign demand for 
** American products as the pernicious activ- 
“ity of the home speculator.” At the same 
time there is no denying the statement that 
the higher prices of the last few months were 
accompanied by a large increase in the export 
movement, while, unless all the signs fail, 
that volume of wheat and fidur exportation 
could not be duplicated on this side of our 
next harvest though the foreigners should be 
willing to pay twice as much as they did on 
the last 50,000,000 bushels they obtained from 
the United States. The rise in quotations 
which is complained of so bitterlyhas inured 
to the benefit of the farmer much more than 
if he had sold at 15 cents less, and it may be 
added that the figures characterized as “ per- 
nicious’”’ are below the average of many for- 
mer years. Wheat in the English markets 
has not yet risen to the 40 shillings per quar- 
ter which used to be spoken of as a perfectly 
safe point to buy and hold for a profit, and it 
barely is up to thedollar mark here, which was 
for along time regarded as an approach to 
low water, 

It cannot be denied that the last few years 
have witnessed a cheapening in the cost of 
production, due to the introduction of ma- 
chinery and other improvements in methods 
on the farm. It is also true that transporta- 
tion charges have been reauced in even great- 
er ratio. But the speculators overdiscounted 
these facts, forcing the prices of breadstuffs 
to a lower point than had been known here in 
a quarter of a century or in England for more 
than a hundred years. The minimum was 
reached in wheat three years ago, and in corn 
last winter. The reaction, which is a sharp 
one, comes from a recognition of the two 
facts that the production has been overesti- 
mated for the past, and 1s reduced materially 
for the present year by unfavorable weather. 
The men who persist in finding fault with the 
advance in prices seem to close their eyes to 
the latter, and to be so young in the business 
of writing about crops and prices that their 
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way back into the last decade. 

This class of writers, which is a rather 
numerous one at the East, is the worst enemy 
of the Western farmer. It is especially inim- 
ical to him, as its utterances have hitherto 
been accepted by the foreigners as equal to 
Gospel truth. Till the selection ef Chicago 
as a site for the coming World’s Fair was 
agitated at home comparatively few people in 
Europe had heard of our city, and most of 
those thought it to be a place situated on the 
outskirts of Western civilization, too small 
and remote for influence or recognition on the 
other side of the Atlantic. The visitor to the 
grain markets in London and Liverpool saw 
only quotations from New York, and the other 
cable advices received there were altogether 
reflections of the views entertained by the 
men on Manhattan Island whose sole inter- 
ests lie in the direction of low prices, as those 
offer. the best chance for obtaining export 
orders. The interests of the great majority 


_| of Chicago business-men do not lie in that 


direction. At minimum prices for farm prod- 
uce they may have to pay the least possible 
sum for their daily food, but they know well 
that such prices do not enable the men in the 
country to buy any but the smallest quanti- 
ties,of groceries, dry goods, boots and shoes, 
and other articles which the merchant has to 
sell. When the one is poor the other is not 
prosperous. 

Chicago is coming to the front in the eyes of 
residents of the Old World. It is the second 
city in the Union in point of population, the 
first choice for the great Columbian Fair, and 
next in order will be its recognition as the 
primary market to which the foreigner must 
look for his information, instead of having it 
filtered through jaundiced eyes. The change 
to this prominence probably will be facili- 
tated much by the now admitted shortage of 
crops in the United States, which will expose 
to the Europeans the fact that they have been 
misled persistently by the self-constituted sea- 
board exponents of the grain business. 


CARDINAL NEWMAN AT REST. 

The London Times in its sketch of the career 
of the late Cardinal Newman says: “ Whether 
“* Rome canonizes him or not he will be canon- 
** ized in the thoughts of pious people of many 
‘creeds in England; the saint and the poet in 
“him will survive.’”’ Truer words were never 
uttered. Long after Cardinal Newman as a 
theological controversialist is forgotten and 
long after his lectures and sermons, his Ox- 
ford tracts, discourses, and “‘ Apologia,” which 
made such a sensation, have gathered dust 
and passed into neglect Cardinal Newman, as 
the representative of the highest and noblest 
type of life, and Cardinal Newman, as the 
poet and hymnologist, will survive. It was 
better to have written ‘‘ Lead, Kindly Light ’”’ 
than all the theses and polemical writings 
which bear his honored name. 

This noblest hymn of any language was 
peculiarly emblematic of Cardinal Newman’s 
life, which was a constant struggle out of 
what he believed to be the darkness into the 
higher regions of light, following what he con- 
ceived to be the voice of truth, and how gen- 
erously, unselfishly, and tenderly he sought 
the light in the midst of the bitter controver- 
sial assaults growing out of the Oxford move- 
ment! It was during his visit to the Con- 
tinent, and when the great struggle of his life 
was beginning, that he manifested himself as 
poet. In Rome he commenced the “ Lyra 
Apostolica,”’ a collection of verses illustrating 
the low condition of the English Church as he 
viewed it. About this time also appeared his 
poem which originated the Oxford movement, 
the closing stanva of which illustrates his 
search for the light: 


I step, I mount, where he has led, 
~Men count my haltings o’er; 
I know them; yet, though self I dread, 
I love his pregsept more. 


Shortly after the appearance of the above 
he was taken seriously ill in Sicily. His serv- 
ant, fearing that he would die, asked for his 
parting instructions. He replied: “I shall 
not die, for I have not sinned against the 
light.”” Always the light! When he had re- 
covered sufficiently he left Sicily in an orange 
boat, and while becalmed in the Straits of 
Bonifacio he wrote the most famous of all his 
productions, “* Lead, Kindly Light! Amid the 
Encircling Gloom,”’ under the title of ** The 
Pillar of the Cloud,” and with the motto, 
** Unto the Godly There Ariseth Up Light in 
the Darkness.”” The date of its composition 
is June 16, 1833. He was holding at that time 
the incumbency of St. Mary’s, Oxford, where 
his teachings had a powerful influence upon 
the students and where, with such friends as 
John Keble and Dr. Pusey, he became the 
recognized leader of the High Church move- 
ment. It was also at a time when his procliv- 
ity towards Rome became a fixed principle of 
his life, though it was not until twelve years 
later that he formally seceded from the 
established church and was received into 
the Roman communion. He wrote many 
other poems, those in the * Lyra Apostolica,”’ 
the “* Collection of Poems (1868)” in which ap- 
peared the beautiful and remarkable **‘ Dream 
of Gerontius,’’ and the “‘Hymni Ecclesiz,”’ 
which is an invaluable collection for students 
of the Latin hymns. No such translations 
can be found elsewhere. But among all his 
verses none are so pure, tender, and beautiful 
as the *‘ Lead, Kindly Light!” They breathe 
the very spirit of the great prelate, illustrate 
the guiding principle of his life, and display 
his poetical genius. When all his polemical 
writings are forgotten this beautiful hymn, 
which breathes the sentiment of no creed, 
which all Christians can admire, will be re- 
membered. It will hold its place with Top- 
lady’s *‘ Rock of Ages”? and Luther’s “ Ein 
feste Burg” as one of the inspirations of 
sacred song. Its author now has emerged 
from his long struggle and passed into the 
light. Per aspera, ad astra. Has he solved 
the problem? 


THE END OF THE STRIKE. 

The short-lived strike on the New York 
Central road has ended disastrously to the 
strikers. This was apparent from the first, 
for it was a strike without justification. Even 
conceding that th@handful of men originally 
discharged were Knights of Labor it still re- 
mains true that the strike was without justifi- 
cation. In the case of a great corporation 
like th6 New York Central, upon which the 
public is so largely dependent, there can be 
no excuse for a strike except the extremity of 
a willful bad treatment of employés. No 
such cause has been alleged in this ¢ase. The 


issue is summed up in an attempt of the. 


leaders of the Knights of Labor to interfere 
between the management and its employés. 
The latter did naf-call for the intervention. 
They had not filed any complaints, but they 
went out without question, at least those of 
them who were “ Knights,” on the order of 
these irresponsible leaders, who had no con- 
nection with the road and were not employed 
by itin any capacity. The strikers made no 
formal statement of grievances, but reck- 
lessly allowed themselves to be led by these 
men into a strike without sufficient warning 
to the public or to the company, and thus 
wantonly paralyzed for the time being the 
business of a corporation created primarily 
for the use of the public. | 

The blow which these men struck really was 
struck at the public, and it injured the public 
far more than the failroad. For several days 
they inconvenienced the traveling public, to 
what extent in time and money cannot be 
known. But for extraordinary vigilance on 
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was no fault of theirs’ that trains left in tun- 
nels and away from depots and stations, 
wherever they happened to be, did not occasion 
disaster. They disturbed the movement of 
business, delayed mail’ and express matter, 
and entailed heavy freight losses, all upon the 
suffering public. The public, indeed, seemed 
to have no fights in this business which the 
Knights of Labor leaders cared to consult or 
regard. It was treated in a reckless, wanton, 
indifferent, conscienceless manner, though it 
had nothing to do with theso-called grievances 
of these labor leaders, and to thia extent it was 
an outrage for which the law should supply 
some remedy in case it is attempted again. 
If it were intended by the leaders to call at- 
tention to the strength of the Knights of Labor 
to refute recent statements that the organiza- 
tion is losing by desertion of members and to 
impress workingmen with a sense of its force 
and authority then the situation is still worse. 
The leaders might find some other way to do 
this than by displaying theirstriking resources 
and their dictatorial authority at the public 
cost; * 

The strikers have made a terrible mistake 
and now they should be in a position to re- 
alize it. It is a mistake which should not be 
repeated. As an organization the Knights of 
Labor have been engaged in sorry business, 
and if it alienates public sympathy from them 
they have none but themselves to blame. It 
is disgraceful that a strike can be ordered and 
that men are willing to obey the order with no 
more justification than was offered in this 
case. There is something wrong in the rela- 
tions of the law to corporations when such an 
unjustifiable strike can be made. The State 
should have authority to protect the public, 
which is the heaviest. sufferer whenever rail- 
road employers*and employés happen to dif- 
fer, and to forbid outside dictation or inter- 
ference with the management of great public 
corporations. But, above all, it 1s time for 
Mr. Powderly to understand that neither his 
Executive Qommittee nor his walking dele- 
gates have any right to punish an unoffending 
public because of their disagreements with or 
resentments at a railroad corporation. 
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THE CITY AND THE COUNTRY. 

The rough-census returns for this State show 
that in ten years the population of this county, 
which is Chicago, has increased 96 per cent, 
and that of the rest of the State but 6 per cent. 
Take out the gains of Peoria and the other 
small cities of the State and it will be found 
that the agricultural districts as a whole have 
not gained at all. In many of the farming 
counties there are fewer people than in 1880. 
In others where there are more it is. explained 
in part by the increased acreage. 

The great growth of the cities has been made 
at the expense of the country. The latter has 
been bled of its sons and daughters to swell 
the census returns of Chicago. The fact that 
the tide should be setting all one way often has 
been deplored, and it has ‘been asked if noth- 
ing could be done to keep “ the bold peas- 
antry, their country’s pride,’”’ away from the 
temptations and the precarious existence of 
big towns. There has been much sentimental 
sérrow over the fact that the farmer’s boy 
would not stay at home and till the paternal 
acres, and that the farmer’s girl preferred to 
be a typewriter or seamstress ir. the city rather 
than stick to the idyllic pursuits—for those 
who never tried them—of making butter and 
cheese or milking cows. 

But it is allin vain. Ever since Cain quit 
agriculture and built him a city the movement 
has been one way. As civilization has pro- 
gressed the stronger the movement has been. 
Can it be said that something which has been 
going on since the days before the flood is for 
evil? Is it not one of the indications of 
human progress? Legislators have tried to 
check it. English parliaments forbade the 
erection of new houses in London to keep it 
from growing, but laws have been as vain as 
appeals to the country folks to stay in their 
happy rural homes and ‘not force themselves 
on congested cities. 

The fact appears to be that with advancing 
civilization the wants of the community in- 
crease in quantity and also in variety. The 
farmer continues to furnish food, of which 
more is needed than before. Spinning and 
weaving are no longer done on the farm. 
More cloth is needed of many new kinds, and 
the farmers’ daughters go to the mills to work 
there. New wants are created and there have 
to be workmen to meet them. The staple 
articles of food remain the same. There are 
no new cereals, no new kinds of meats, but 
the different manufactured articles which 
men and women must have increase a hun- 
dredfold. Manufactures and commerce need 
a greater share of the new stock of labor than 
agriculture does. Machines are invented to 
aid the artisan, but agricultural implements 
are also invented with the aid of which a 
wheat-grower can do the work of ten men. 
That liberates that number of men from the 
farm and leaves them free for other work. 
Were they to stay with the farmer there would 
be nothing for them to do and their support 
would eat up his profits. Just so when a new 
machiné which saves the work of ten men is 
set up in a mill, the owner sends off those men 
and they are free to do something else. 

As there have been surpluses of food prod- 

ucts during the last few years it is plain that 
the drain on the country districts has not 
been too great. If all those who have mi- 
grated from Illinois farm lands to Chicago 
during the last ten years had staid at home 
the farming business would have been more 
overdone than it is, and. there might have 
been a lack of workmen for the new indus- 
tries which are springing up daily. In the 
course of time, however, the tide may turn. 
Improvements in farm machinery may reach 
their limit. In order to supply the food 
needed for a steadily growing population a 
more intensive cultivation, calling for the 
services of a greater number of men, will be 
required. When that happens labor will begin 
to go from cities, where it is not so much 
needed, to the country, where it is in keen 
demand. By thattime, too, the rewards of 
farming, which of late have been very small 
for many reasons, will begin to increase. 
j [But until that time comes nothing can hin- 
der the people from flocking to the towns in 
obedience to that natural law which sends a 
man where he is needed the most. The per- 
centage of the Nation’s work which is done 
in the shops and the factories is increasing 
more rapidly than the perdeutage which has 
to be done on the farms, the proportions 
begin to change it is useless to lament over an 
inevitable exodus, 


Tae commendable wisdom of our own 
genial Chauncey M. Depew in being at some inac- 
cessible spot in the Old World during this un- 
fortunate strike continues to command general 
admiration.

PLOTTED AGAINST HIS BENEFACTOR. 


A White Man Charges a Negro Friend with 
Having Committed a Murder. 

Arpmorg, I. T., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—The 
finding of the body of amanin a cave near 
this city last week, the issuance of warrants 
for the arrest of eleven members of a colored 
family named Franklin charged with his 
murder, and thé subsequent arrest of J. D. 
Carter for conspiracy to murder and perjury 
have brought to light a remarkable case of 
ingratitude anda strange and fiendish plot. 
Forty miles nortlwest of Ardmore lives Rus- 
sell Franklin, colored, the patriarch of 
a large family of children and ee 
children.

Carter and 
wife, though white people, ate at Franklin’s 
table, and their relations were the pleasantest 
until a dispute arose as to the ownership of a 
horse. Carter was worsted in the dispute, and 
went before the commission at Ardmore and 
charged the Franklins with murdering 
an unknown man, offering to pilot 
the officers to jowhere thé body 
was secreted. Eleven of the Franklins were 
arrested and Carter took the Marshal to a cave 
near the public highway, where was found a 
body in last stages of decay and dressed in 
a neat-fitting suit, with the coat and vest 
ripped open in the back. On one hand was a 
white cotton glove, and around the shoulders 
Around the cave were wagon tracks.

Thousands of People Visit the Scene of the 
Recent Eruption.

KANSAS CITIZENS’ ALLIANCE. 


A Platform Adopted Agreeing in Most Re- 
spects with That of the Farmers. 

Torrexa, Kas., Aug. 12. —([Special.] —A 
meeting of the representatives of the various 
Citizens’ Alliances was held here today for the 
purpose of organizing a State Alliance. Fifty 
delegates representing fourteen counties were 
in attendance. D.C. Zercher of Olathe was 
elected President of the organization. The 
platform declares the Citizens’ Alliance to be 
a “purely political organization and not a 
secret society, whose meetings are open to the 
general public not limited by sex.” It favors 
the abolition of National banks, the substitu- 
tion of legal tender Treasury notes, demands 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver, and 
a law preventing the dealing in futures. It fa- 
vors a law preventing alien ownership of 
lands, compelling railroads to give up all lands 
held by them through Government grants in 
excess of the quantity actually occupied and 
used by them. the subject of the tariff it fa- 
vors an equitable levy of all revenues; a lim- 
itation of the same to the actual needs of the 
Government honestly administered. It calls 
for a fractional currency and favors the Gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads, telegraph, 
and express companies. Resolutions were 
adopted declaring that the Citizens’ Alliance 
will not support any member who will accept 
a nomination from either of the old parties.

The Democratic Congressional Convention

Action on the Federal Election Bill— 
The Anti-Lottery Bill to Be Taken Up 
Saturday—Capital Gossip. 

Wasuincton, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.]— 
Adjournment prospects were eagerly discussed 
tonight after the introduction of Senator 
Quay’s resolution: This, in effect, provided that 
Congress should get through with the Tariff 
bill and adjourn by Sept. 1 without taking up 
the Election bill, There was a good deal 
more wording than this, but the pith of it was 
that the Election bill should be put over and 
the Tariff bill passed. Quay introduced the 
resolution entirely on his motion, and it does 
not represent the views of the Republican side 
of the Senate except in spots. There is reason 
to believe that Senator Aldrich and others in 
charge’of the Tariff bill think that if their 
measure is passed the Senate can adjourn 
without taking up the Election measure. Quay 
has been despondent for some time in regard 
to the Election bill. He has declared that 
the failure of the Senate to adopt some 
rule months ago for limiting debate has 
made it impossible to get the bill 
through this session in time to be effective in 
the November elections. Last week he hada 
meeting with several of his colleagues on the 
National Committee, and they protested 
against his attitude and urged him to. insist 
on peramg Se bill. It was supposed he had 
— sced in their views, but his course in in- 

ucing the resolution shows otherwise. The 
resolution is a practical admission from the 
Chairman of the Republican National Com- 
mittee that the Election bill is not of para- 
mount importance ghis session. 

The Democrats, notwithstanding their pro- 
tests about the length of time needed to dis- 
cuss the Tariff bill, would jump at a chance to 
accept Quay’s proposition. In view of the 
resolutions put in by Quay, Edmunds, Hoar, 
and Blair, a Republican caucus will probably 
be called to determine what the policy of the 
party is, or whether it has any program for 
Congressional work. 


DAYS OF THE LOTTERY NUMBERED. 


Speaker Reed Will Allow the Anti-Lottery 
Bill to Be Taken Up Saturday. 

WasHINGTOoN, D. C., Aug. 12.—[ Special. ]— 
The beginning of the end of the lottery fight 
is at hand. It looks as though the days of the 
Louisiana iniquity were numbered. Speaker 
Reed agreed today to comply with the ur- 
gent request of Representatives Hopkins and 
Caldwell of the House Post-Office Committee, 
who had presented the request of a hundred 
members next Saturday be set apart for 
consideration of the Anti-Lottery bill in the 
House. The way having been partly cleared 
by the postponement of the Lard bill the 
friends of the Anti-Lottery bill decided to take 
the chances of getting a quorum and passing 
the bill this week rather than to 
risk further delay at this stage of the 
‘session. Unless some unforeseen difficulty 
should arise the Committee on Rules will re- 

rt a resolution next Saturday making the 

ill the special order for that day, and friends 
of the measure anticipate more danger from 
absenteeism than from the efforts of the lot- 
| tery lobby. The latter is, however, active, 
vigilant, and experienced in the ways of de- 
fedting attempts at legislation hostile to the 
lottery companies. The Speaker by letting it 
be known this evening that the Committee on 
Rules would report the special order has given 
everybody a .chance to be back, and if a 
quorum be lacking the absentees will not be 
able to shirk their responsibility. The mem- 
bers who have been pushing the fight so ear- 
nestly are sending out telegrams urging their 
absent colleagues to return before the end of 
the week. 

The House Anti-Lottery bill, which was fa- 
vorably reported to the Senate today by Mr. 
Sawyer from the Post-Office Comimittee, has 
an amendment providing that newspapers 
published in foréign countries shall not be ex- 
cluded from the mails under the provisions of 
this bill, unless, in the opinion of the Post- 
master-General, they are being circulated for 
the purpose of advertising lottery schemes in 
violation of law. 

Accompanying the bill is a letter dated July 
21 from Attorney-General Miller giving an 
opiniog upon the other anti-lotte bills be- 
fore the committee. Legislation of this char- 
acter (that is designed to exclude newspapers 
containing lottery advertisements from the 
mails), says the Attorney-General, has been 
upheld by the courts, and it seems to be set- 
tled that it is competent for Congress 
to authorize the Postmaster-General to re- 
fuse the use of the mails to any persons en- 
gaged in the lottery business. The Attorney. 
General thinks there can be no question of 
the power of Congress to make the mailing of 
lottery letters,’ circulars, etc., a continuous 
offense to and ihcluding the place of delivery; 
or at least there can be no question that it is 
competent for Congress to make the offense 
punishable as well in the district in which the 
post-office of destination is situated as that in 
which the unlawful matter is mailed. Whether 
it is competent for Congeess to make the of- 
fense triable and punishable in an intermedi- 
ate district, adds the Attorney-General, is 
perhaps not so clear. 


VARIOUS RECIPROCITY MEASURES. 


Several Plans for Bringing About the De- 
sired Results. 

Wasuinecron, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special. ]—A 
good many reciprocity rumors are afloat. A 
hint from one quarter is that a general de- 
claratory resolution in favor of reciprocity 
will meet the case, but can be adopted inde- 
pendent of the tariff bill. A resolution of this 
sort would undoubtedly be construed by the 
President and Secretary of State as an invita- 
tion to go ahead and negotiate reciprocity 
treaties, but if at the same time a tariff billl 
is passed which throws away the revenue from 
sugar and other articles that the United States 
has to trade on there won’t be much encour- 
agement for reciprocity. Countries which can 
get what they want in the way of a market 
for nothi will not bother much about 
offering inducements. But if the sugar tax be

Dr. Edward Sawyer, the well-known South 
Side physician, was shot in the neck and 
slightly wounded at his home, opposite Aldine 
square, shortly after noon yesterday. The 
man who did the shooting was J. Dalton 
Fancher, a writer for the Chicago Horseman, 
who claimed that the doctor had stvlen his 
wife’s affections. 

The shooting occurred in Dr. Sawyer’s own 
room. Fancher, who liyes with his wife in a 
flat at No. 3300 Cottage Grove avenue, had 
just come from his home where he had had a 
spat with his wife. He rang the door-bell at 
No. 3733 Vincennes avenue, where the doctor 
lives, and was admitted. He went to thr doc- 
tor’s room and accused him of associating too 
closely with his wife. The doctor denied it, 
and a few heated words followed. 

“IT know you are guilty,”’ said Fancher. ‘I 
want you to confess and to signa paper con- 
taining your confession.” 

“Get out of here!”’ cried the doctor, as he 
raised his cane in a threatening manner. 
Fancher pulled out a revolver and leveled it 
at the doctor. Sawyer turned and ran toward 
the stairway, closely pursued by the other. 
The doctor turned and tried ‘to take the re- 
volver from his powerful adversary. He 
caught Fancher’s arm as the latter took aim at 
his head and pulled the trigger. 

The blow on Fancher’s arm misdirected his 
aim and the buliet struck the doctor in the 
lower part of the jaw and imbedded itself in 
the neck neartheskin. The wounded man 
shouted for help. Fancher pocketed his 
weapon and walked out of the house and down 
the street, followed by several citizens, who 
pointed him out toacouple of officers. He 
was taken to the Stanton Avenue Police 
Station and locked up. 

Fancher gave as the cause for his conduct a 
confession by his wife, which, he said, had 
been made to him in. the morning. He 
for a long time suspected that. there was too 

reat an intimacy between Dr. Sawyer and 

is wife. Monday night he went to’ Milwau- 
kee and yesterday morning got back home. 
He told his wife his suspicions and asked for 
an explanation. He claims that she confessed 
her guilt, Enraged he hastened to the doctor’s 
house and asked the doctor for a confession. 
He also says that the physician acknowledged 
similar guilt. Then he asked thé doctor to 
put his statement in writing and then sign it. 
This, Fancher claims, the doctor refused to 
do, and when he insisted struck him with a 
heavy cane. Then he shot him. 

The Wound Not Serious, 

When Dr. W. W. Hester, who was sent for, 
reached Dr. Sawyer’s house the latter was in 
his bathroom dressing his wound. He had re- 
moved the bullet and anxiously inquired if 
the wound was serious. Half an hour later he 
was in bed smoking a cigar and making him- 
self as comfortable as possible. 

‘*T did not make any confession to Mr. 
Fancher,” said Dr. Sawyer. “ I had nothing 
to confess. I have been his family physician 
and his charges are absurd. He came in 
shortly after noon and flourished a paper in 
my face, which he insisted I mustsign. I re- 
fused to sign the paper and he drew a re- 
volver. I grasped him by the arm as he 
pointed the pistol at my head, and I seemed 
to have superhuman strength as I st led 
with him. He meant murder, aiming’ the 
weapon at my head when he fired. I would 
have been killed but for the manner in which 
I caught his arm.”

PURCHASED BY THE ERIE. 


CHICAGO AND ATLANTIC KNOCKED 
DOWN AT FORECLOSURE SALE. 


Details of the Arrangement Made by Which 
the Erie Secures Control of the Property 
—It Is to Be Consolidated with the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Oho and Be 
Known as the Chicago and Erie Ralil- 
way—Schedule of Iowa Joint Rates— 
Reductions to Theatrical Companies. 


The foreclosure sale of the Chicago and At- 
lantic railway took place at Huntington, Ind., 
yesterday and it was purchased in the interest 
of the Erie,as heretofore predicted in Tue Tris 
ung. The much-talked-of competition which 
it was claimed by some parties would ensue 
did not materialize. The Erie people were 
the only bidders, and consequently it was 
rather a tame affair from a standpoint 
of excitement. The property was knocked 
down to Charles H. Caster and An- 
thony H. Thomas of New York, rep- 
resenting the bondholders and _ the 
Reorganization Committee. Under the re- 
organization contract itis agreed that the re- 
organized company shall be transferred to and 
operated by the Erie railway... The first mort- 
gage is to be foreclosed and a new company 
with a capital stock, of $10,000,000 organized, 
certificates of which are to be issued to the 
Erie. The new company will issue $12,000,000 
first mortgag@gold bonds at 4 per cent per 
annum for the first five years and 5 per cent 
per annum thereafter, principal payable May 
1, 1892. The mortgage is to be a first 
lien on the property and franchises of 
the reorganized company, covering also the 
Atlantic’s interest in the Western Indiana, by 
means Ofywhich the Chicago and Atlantic se- 
cures eyittrance into Chicago and the enjoy- 
ment of terminal facilities in this city. There 
will also be issued $10,000,000 5 per cent non- 
cumulative income bonds, b on an ar- 
rangement that if the gross earnings of the 
reorganized company shall in any one year 
amount to $2,250,000 or less, 224¢ per cent 
thereof is to be applied to the  in- 
terest on first-mortgage bonds, and the 
surplus to the payment of the interest 
on income bonds. If the Erie is obliged to 
pay any interest on the mortgage bonds it 
shall be repaid before any income is applied 
to the interest of the income bonds. Of the 
income bonds $4,000,000 are to be offered in 
exchange to the holders of the capital stock of 
the Chicago and Atlantic Railway company at 
the rate of $40 of income bonds for each share 
of stock. 

Erie men will be elected to the offices and 
the road used as the Chicago extension of the 
Erie. The name of the Chicago and Atlantic 
will be changed to the Chicago and Erie 
“poet and it is understood that the New 
York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, which is leased 
to the Erie for ninety-nine years, will be con- 
solidated with it, and the whole line from Chi- 
cago to Salamancato be known as the Chi- 
cago and Erierailway. Vice-President Felton 
of the Erie will probably be elected President 
of the Chicago and Erie, and there is a proba- 
bility that Receiver Malott will be made Gen- 
eral Manager. Mr. G. G. Cochran will un- 
doubtedly be made Freight Traffic Manager, 
and the indications are that F. C. McDonald, 
the General Passenger Agent of the Chicago 
and Atlantic, will be made General Passenger 
Agent of the entire line between Chicago and 
Salamanca. 

The road was originally built in the interest 
of the Erie, which advanced $5,000,000 towards 
its construction, but H. J. Jewett, who was 
President of the Erie at that time, manipulat- 
ed the affairs of the Atlantic so as to virtually 
wrest its control from the Erie. Much litiga- 
tion. has been the result, which ultimately 
landed the road in the hands of a receiver. 
When Receiver Malott assumed charge of the 
road friendly relations were reéstablished 


with the Erie, and the latter has 
used it almost aeerey as sits 
Chicago outlet. Consequently the change in 


management will have but little cbgnge n 
the conduct of the passenger and fr/ 4° | 
of the road. It 1s stated the facilii{js< ‘o e 
road will be greatly augmented and im- 
proved, and the shops at Huntington and all 
along the line will run to full capacity in order 
to put the rolling-stock of the road in condi- 
tion for the expected large increase in traffic. 
It is also stated that under the contract with 
the Drexel-Morgan syndicate, which is to float 
the bonds of the reorganized company, the 
road will have a surplus fund of $2,000,000 with 
which to make permanent improvements. 
The directors of the Chicago and Atlantic 
will meet in New York in a day or two to per- 
fect final arrangements for turning the road 
over to the Erie. 


REVISED SCHEDULE OF JOINT RATES, 


Original Order. 

The Iowa Railroad Commissioners have pro- 
mulgated the following order regarding a re- 
vised schedule of reasonable maximum rates 
for the transportation of freight within the 
State of Iowa: 

Notice is hereby given that in pursuance 
of an act of the Twenty-second General 
Assembly of the State of lowa and of the 
acts of the Twenty-third General Assem- 
bly. of the State the schedule of reasonable 
maximum rates of charges for the transportation 
of freight within the State of lowa now in effect 
on the respective lines of railway of said State 
has been revised and amended by the adoption of 
the following: 

From and after Aug. 15, 1890, the following rail- 
road companies engaged in the business of com- 
mon carriers and doing business within the State 
of lowa shall be gorersed by the following rule 
in making rates for freight passing over two or 
more lines within the State. The maximum rate 
of freight to be charged by any railroad 
company receiving business om a shipper 
at a station on its line within the State 
of lowa destined to a point within the 
State of lowa .on_ another line of 
railroad, or receiving freight originating within 
the State of Iowa on the line of another railroad 
and destined to a point within the State of Iowa 
on its line, shall be 80 per cent of the lowa tariff 
rate which became effective Aug. 1, 1890. This 
rule will not apply to business received from or 
delivered tothe Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern Railway company, pending the heari 
of the injunction proceedings instituted by sai 
company before Judge Farrell, restraining the 
commissioners from putting in joint rates. The 
rates fixed by the commissioners June 18, 1890, 
are hereby revoked. 

With reference to the above Chairman 
Faithorn of the Western Freight Association 
announces that at a meeting of the associa- 
tion held Aug. 1 last he was requested to bring 
about a meeting of the Iowa lines in the event 
of such notice being issued by the Board of 
Railroad Commussioners of the State of Iowa. 
In accordance with such instructions he gives 
notice that the said meeting of the Iowa roads 
will be heid in this city tomorrow at 11 a. m. 

The object of the meeting is to consider 
whether the roads shall submit to the latest 
order of the Iowa Commissioners or not. The 
order previously issued fixing joint rates for 
the Iowa roads was so obnoxious to the rail- 
road companies that they emphatically de- 
clined to submit toit. The Commissioners 
have since come. to the conclusion that the 
joint rates fixed in their first order were unjust 
and would subject the railroads to serious loss 
and annoyance. For this reason they have 
issued the revised schedule of joint rates re- 
ferred to above, which is a material modifica- 
tion of the original schedule. 


GOOD FOR AMUSEMENT COMPANIES, 


Railroads May Make Reduced Rates for 
Theatrical Parties. 

There has been much contention among 
railroads ever since the Inter-State Commerce 
law went into effect whether rates can be law- 
fully made for theatrical parties at less than 
regular tariff or not. The Baltimore and Ohio 
took the position from the beginning that such 
rates could be made and issued tickets at re- 
duced rates for parties of ten or more, stipu- 
lating that such tickets can be used only by 
theatrical parties traveling together in a body. 
The Pennsylvania took a contrary position 
and contended that such tickets could not law- 
fully be issued. 

In order to’ avoid a rate war a case was 
brought before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission by the Pennsylvania to test the 
question.

HARD TO GET A DIVORCE IN CANADA. 


Not More than 150 Decrees Granted in the 
Last Twenty-three Years. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 12.—[{Special.|—A law- 
yer who makes a specialty of divorces said to- 
day that he already had an unusual number of 
these conjugal unpleasantnesses under his eye 
in preparation for the next session of Parlia- 
ment. If, however, the number this year ex- 
ceeds any since the confederation it will hard- 
ly be considered alarming. During the twen- 
ty-three years of confederation Parliament 
has granted divorces in but twenty-eight cases. 
There have been more divorces granted in the 
Dominion than this, however, as several of the 
smaller provinces have divorce courts, but the 
whole number is not more in those twenty-three 
years than 150. In the same period, accord- 
ing to statistics, the number of matrimonial 
dissolutions of partnership in the United 
States has reached the enormous total of 
nearly 400,000. While the populations of the two 
communities are as 12 to 1 the divorces are as 
2,700 tol. Divorce in Canada can be ob- 
tained for one cause only, but on account of 
the expenses in connection with obtaining it 
it is altogether out of the reach of the poor 
even for this cause.

The leading produce markets were weaker, be- 
cause of alarge selling by holders of grain and 
provisions who thought it risky to wait for a big- 
ger profit. Copious rains were reported to have 
fallen in Kansas and moderate ones in other 
parts of the corn belt, rain being general west of 
the Mississippi. Ths tended to weaker corn, and 
other produce was lower in sympathy. 

Some doubts were expressed as to the amount 
of good that rain now will do tocorn in the 
southern portions of the belt. Many think the 
damage is too far gone tobe much amended now 
except in the more northerly parts where the 
corn is not so near maturity. But there was no 
question it would help the grass over wide areas, 
and thus reduce the consumption of corn for feed- 


a this fall. 

is, the crop expert, is reported to have ad- 
vised his principals that he estimates the yield of 
winter wheat at 235,000,000 bu, and the spring at 
155,000,000 bu _ This makes a total of only 390,- 
000, 000° bu, ora reduction of close on one-fift 
from the measured product of last year as stated 
from Washington.
